The impoſition, though eafie, laid upon every 
ſuch Navigable pafſage, would, as Rivers by de- 
grees are opened, amount to a fair revenue, withour 
. any grievance at allro the people, bur rather with 

much comfort as it is imbraced in other Countries, 
where they cannot live without the help of theſe 
Billanders, paſſing and repaſfing daily from Town 
to Town, from Market to Marker, and from Coaſt 
to Coaſt ; theſe be only ſome few of ſo many bene- 
fics which will reſulc from the opening of Rivers.
